attendance at the Board of Trade 
luncheon on Monday evening, was not 
large, but those’ present enjoyed an 
excellent address given by Hon. R. G. 
Reid, Provincial Treasurer, Minister 
of Municipal Affairs for the Province. 
The minister compared the condi- 
tions as he found them about thirty 
years ago with today, and quoted fig- 
ures in which it was shown that Al- 
berta had three times the population 
in 1926 that it had in 1905, while the 
agriculture production had increased 
twenty times during that period. The 
minister humorously referred to a 
trip he: and other homesteaders had 
made, driving from Edmonton to near 
Mannville, stating that there was 
only one mudhole in the one hundred 
and forty-five miles travel, and that 
hole was the entire distance from Wd- 
monton to Mannville, and it took 
fourteen days to make the. journey. 
On this long trip, no educational in- 
stitutions were to be found, and only 
one church, while today the trip 
could be made in four hours by car on 
good roads, passing through eleven 
towns, all of which have several ele- 
vators as well as public and high 
schools. This rapid development took 
place in thirty years, as a result of 
agriculture, and no place in the 
world could equal the rapid develop- 
ment which Alberta has enjoyed. 
Greater development may now be ex- 
pected with the natural resources. 
The development of the natural re- 
sources will come slowly and those in 
control will have to work out a satis- 
factory plan of action and will keep 
away from exploitation. They will 
doubtless be developed so that the 
old timers as well as our children will 


Yeap the benefit. But the minister 


wanted to stress the importance of 
agriculture as this is the resource on 
which’ all staple progress is’ founded. 
The mineral. wealth comes from the 
soil, which’ can ‘be. maintained for all

The Board of Trade 
is doing good work in the Wetaski- 
win district, and if the same idea was 
earried out in other parts of the pro- 
vince, it would do much towards fur- 
thering the betterment of Alberta.

BIGGEST GAS 
WELL COMES IN 


Calgary, May 5.—Another phenom- 
enon produced in Turner Valley now 
enables Canada to claim for its last 
well the title of the biggest of its kind 
in the. world. Calmont number two 
which has been ‘blowing itself {for 
several days had a naptha gas flow, 
officially measured on Sunday at 42,- 
840,000. 

On the basis of surrounding wells, 
extraction should be possible from 
this well of between 800 and 1,000 
barrels of high grade naptha daily. 
Even the minimum figure would make 
the well’s production worth over one 
million dollars at today’s prices. 

Since the well is still showering 
pieces of rock the bow has not yet 
been harnessed to separators but that 
development is likely to ensue Mon- 
day or as soon thereafter as the stone 
barrage ceases.

“UNITED STATES AFTER 
TOURIST TRAFFIC 


FROM CANADA 


With an.idea of concentrating on 
‘Canadian Traffic, a bill has been pro- 
posed in the United States to create 
‘a travel division in the bureau of for- 
eign anad domestic commerce, to 
contact with railway steamship, high- 
way, hotel and autcmobile organiza- 
tions. Its purpose, according to its 
‘terms, is to investigate, encourage, 
promote and develop travel of both 
Americans and foreigners in the Un- 
ited States and possessions. 

The statement read: Canada with 
a population of about 10,000,000 
spends about $85,000,000 a year 
here; Europe with a populuation of 
‘over 400,000,000 spends here  prob-

The division should initiate action, 
through the State ‘Department, to- 
ward inducing the Canadian authori- 
ties to enact a $100 exemption from 
duty upou goods brought back into 
‘Canada by tourists; Canada usually 
gives us what they think we want.

An increase of $536,709 in the fire 
loss for 1929 over the previous year is 
shown by the report. The total for 
1928 was $3,737,620, while last year’s 
included a number of large conflagra- 
tions such as Wainwright where the 
loss was approximately $300,000, and 
Three Hills, $109,000. In addition, 
there was considerable loss at Tofield 
and other places. Last year there 
were less actual fires, however, the 
number totalling 2,148 as against 
2,468 in the year previous. ; 

The cause of 75 per cent of the fires 
was carelessness, while 16 per cent 
were of an incendiary nature. Fires 
were reported to 766 dwellings, 377 
barns and stables, 241 stores and 150 
garages.

VICE-REGAL TRAIN 
ABODE OF COMFORT 


Echoing the spring colors of the 
country through which the Governor- 
General and Lady Willingdon have 
been travelling, the vice-regal train, 
in which their excellencies live while 
on tour, is an abode of charm and 
comfort. 

Like the late Queen Mother Alex- 
andra of England, Lady Willingdon’s 
favorite color is mauve. It is com- 
bined with a soft apple green in the 
extremely satisfactory color scheme 
of every apartment except their ex- 
| cellencies’ own private glrawing- 
jroom. Designed and furnished by 
her excellency herself, the very liv- 
able rooms of the train are an ex- 
pression of the charming and graci- 
ous personality of the wife of Can- 
ada’s governor-general. 

The gem of all these delightfuul 
apartments, which are so intimate of 
jthe daily life of their excellencies 
.while travelling throughout the do- 


;minion, is the private drawing-room 
| 


penelled entirely of natural Cana- 
dian curly birch. The color note 
of the deep blue rug is repeated in 


‘the blue drapes. Orange flowered 


chintz covers the chesterfield, chairs 
and little footstools. Blues and 
rich brown repeat in the cushions. 
Comfortable writing desks complete 
the comfort of this charming room, 
which opens onto the observation 
platform. Old world scenes in which 
blue is the predominating color, en- 
hance the walls. The color scheme 
is carried even into the gorgeous 
box of pink, mauve and blue 
hydrangeas on the platform. 

One of the two vice-regal cars is 
devoted to the dining-room and 
lounge room, which adjoin. Har- 
monzing chintz against the soft 
apple green woodwork of walls and 
corner cupboards has a spring-like 
effect. The table, chaigs, sideboard 
and cupboards with their mirrors all 
are of ‘the soft green. A_ striped 
runner of biege, rose and gold covers 
the table, which was centred Mon- 
day morning with fresh daffodils. 
Parchment shades for the bracket 
lamps are in beige and brown, carry- 
ing out the shade of the carpet The 
dining-room is fitted with a radio, 
the control board of which has been 
hidden cleverly in one of ‘the side 
cupboards. 

The same cool tones predominate 
in the lounge drawing-room beyond, 
where chintz-covered easy chairs and 
dainty green writing desks are most 
inviting. On a gate-leg table, ash 
trays of green Venetian glass are 
colorful. Four water colors of rural 
Quebec scenes on the walls and 
on the writing desk is an informal 
picture of their Majesties, taken 
shortly after the King’s illness. 

In their Excellencies’ bedrooms, 
mauve and white are the colors, 
while white-tiled bathrooms carry 
comfort to the last possible degree 
in travel. Lady Willingdon’s room 
of grey and lavender, with its corner 
dressing-table, and dressing-room 
beyond, is charming; and comfort- 
ablé. A picture of her little dog, 
Misty, holds a place of honor on the 
walls. (In his Excellency’s room, 
with its cream walls and violet car- 
pet, hangs a picture of his spaniel, 
Moses. 

Throughout the train, flowers are 
arranged in profusion, lovely against 
the backgrounds of green and violet. 

Even the corridors of the vice-regal 
train are home-like with their dark 
blue carpets and pretty blue window 
drapes.—Journal.

FIRST AID SCHOOL ON WHEELS 


The Canadian National Railways, which first made possible the re- 
ception of radio concerts on board a moving train, an invention which 
many first class railroads have since copied, have achieved another 
mechanical triumph by perfecting the first two-way system of telephone 


communication in the world with moving trains. The system has been 
put into public service by the company on “The International Limited,” 
which covers the 334 miles separating Montreal and Toronto in 360 min- 
utes, the fastest train in the world traversing a like distance. : 

The photograph shows Sir Henry Thornton, Chairman and President 
of the Canadian National Railways, inaugurating the telephone service 
from “The International Limited” while the train is travelling at 60 miles 
per hour.

“BOILS 


The unbroken healthy skin is an ef- 
fective barrier to the entrance, into 
germs with which the skin is brought 
into contact. 

There are germs, commonly called 
disease germs, which cause certain 
specific diseases, such as diphtheria 
and typhoid fever. There are other 
germs which are very common; some 
of these are probably always present 
on the skin, but as long as the skin is 
unbroken and healthy, they do no 
harm. 

The skin may be broken in many 
ways, such as when it is cut, scratched 
or bruised. The skin is an important 
part of the body and, as has already 
been mentioned, if one part of the 
body is upset, other parts are apt te 
suffer. The healthy condition of the 
skin is lost and its power to resist 
the action of germs is more or less 
decreased in the presence of actual 
diseases, such as diabetes. The skin 
is also injured by upsets of the di- 
gestive tract, by faulty diet, and by 
an unhygienic life which starves the 
body of fresh air. Uncleanliness, and 
over-clothing, which results in exces- 
sive perspiration and irritation of the 
skin, lower its resistamace. 

As a result of the occurrence of one 
or more of the above conditions, the 
normal resistance of the skin is lost 
or decreased; then, the germs pres- 
ent on the skin are enabled to gain a 
foothold. The result of their activity 
ig inflammation—redness, swelling, 
pain and the production of pus. 

Boils are infectious in the sense 
that they are caused by living germs. 
In the treatment of boils, this fact 
‘must be kept in mind, and the boil 
should be treated with the same strict 
cleanliness that is used in all surgical 
treatments. _ 

Considerable harm may follow the 
squeezing of boils. The ‘individual’s 
hands should be kept away from the

GRAVELLING HIGHWAYS 

COST $3200 PER MILE 


(Research Bulletin) 

C. A. Davidson, Highway Commis- 
sion for the Province, states that 
grading for a new highway through a 
town costs approximately $1000 per 
mile for the grading and $2200 per 
mile for gravelling, making a_ total 
cost of $3200 per mile for a 24 feet 
width, 

The annual maintenance of a grav- 
elled road he puts at a cost of $450 
per mile. 

He asks Town Councils to keep in 
mind that the presents gravelled sur- 
face of the Calgary and Edmonton 
highway is not typical of what it will 
be five years hence, as a harder sur- 
face will be used by that time in the 
way of paving. 

He recommends looking ahead and 
preparing for the future, and strongly 
urges highways being constructed 
round the outside of a town so that 
the heavy truck and through traffic 
may be diverted from town or city 


streets where traffic may become 
congested. 
In no case will. the Provincial 


Department allow a main highway to 
pass along in front of a school.

90 BIG CATTLE 
IN RECORD SALE 


The highest price for a big string 
of cattle of the heavy type, probably 
a post-war record at Edmonton stock- 
yards, was realized for four carloads 
sold on Thursday. These steers of the 
1200-lb. class brought $11.00 per cwt. 
The 80 head netted the seller an av- 
erage of $131 per head, while 10 
smaller cattle in the baby beef class 
averaged $95 per head. The deal pas- 
sed the $11,000 mark. 

They were an exceptionally fine lot 
of grain fed butcher cattle and were 
stock of mixed breeds, MHerefords, 
Shorthorn and Angus, purchased on 
the Edmonton market last summer 
as feeders when their weight averaged 
800 lbs. They returned to the same 
market 50% heavier as finished cat- 
tle. On feed since November, they 
were fed in box stalls, in lots of 6 to. 
8 head, loose. The rations included 
ensilage, barley, cut oat sheaves and 
upland hay. 

These cattle were fed by A. R. 
Mann at Scotford, shipped by Atkin- 
son Bros., of Fort Saskatchewan, and 
sold by Weiller & Williams to Swift, 
Canadian company. Of the. 90 head, 
80 averaged 1,196 lbs. and fetched 
$11.00; 4 baby beef averaged 860 at 
$12.00 and 6 averaged 825 at $11.25.—

With a prepared acreage greater 
by 31 per cent. than that of 1929, 
a better. moisture situation and 
other indications presaging general 
good conditions for the year, the 
Canadian West is now Busy seed- 
ing, according to the latest report 
of the agricultural department of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 


Nearly $28,000,000 was voted by 
the Ontario Legislature recently 
for hydro-electric development 
work to be- undertaken this year 
in the province for the Ontario 
Hydro-Electric Commission, a pro- 
vincial government organization. 
Over $18,000,000 is to be spent on 
the extension of the Niagara hydro 
system, upon which many millions 
have already been spent to provide 
cheap electric power over a wide 
area of rural and urban territory. 


“There is a very large amount 
of capital in England ready for in- 
vestment and it is felt in that 
country that it should go to Can- 
ada,’ said Major L. A. Jones, eco- 
nomic editor of the London Morn- 
ing Post, who landed recently at 
Saint John from S.S. Duchess of 
Atholl, on a trip to Canada for the 
purpose of fostering better econo- 
mic relations between the Domin- 
ion and the Motherland. 


Four new game refuges adding 
500 square miles to the existent 
640 square miles of game sanctu- 
aries in New Brunswick are to be 
established in that province for the 
purpose of preservation of the 
game supply, according to informa- 
tion given out by Hon. Charles D. 
Richards, Minister of Lands and 
Mines, 


Fish caught by commercial fish- 
ermen in Canadian waters last year 
had a value of about $55,000,000. 
Over 100 countries bought fish and 
fish products from the Dominion 
in 1929, valued at $38,000,000. More 
than 80,000 persons find employ- 
ment in Canada in the fishing in- 
dustry.

TRACTOR HURT FARM 


Chicago, Ill, April 24—Arthur M. 
Hyde, secretary of agriculture, sug- 
gested to the Chicago Commercial 
club last night that widespread diet- 
ing is in part responsible for the trou- 
bles of the farmers. 

“If there were no diet experts in- 
fluencing the people in what they 
should eat there would be no farm 


product surplus,” said Secretary 
Hyde. 
The secretary declared the econ- 


omic tendencies of the country are 
against the farmer, the introduction 
of the automobile and the tractor on 
the farm has thrown into disuse ail 
the horses that were formerly used, 
and this, in turn, threw into the 
market all the production of those 
acres that were formerly used to feed 
livestock. He said, continuing: 

“The secret of the farmers’ position 
lies in the increased output and the 
decreased market, each in itself caus- 
ing the farmer to suffer, but in con- 
junction making the situation unbear- 
able. ‘In plain language, the farmer 
has lost his shirt but does not know 
where or how.”

CAMROSE WAGES 
WAR ON CROWS 


Camrose, May 5.—For several years 
Camrose has waged war on the crow 
and many thousands of this bird, now 
recognized as a pest, have been killed. 
This year the local campaign of ex- 
termination will open on May 5, and 
continue until May 19. The territory 
adjacent to the town has been divided 
into four districts in which teams of 
shooters each under a captain will 
conduct the crow hunt. The Camrose 
fish and game protective association 
is conducting the campaign 

Prizes will be awarded to the three 
teams shooting the largest number of 
these birds. Their nests~will also be 
destroyed whenever possible, The 
same association will also sponsor a 
competition among the rural school 
children of the district for the tak- 
ing of crow eggs and magpie eggs.
